The Maine Election—But Few 
Democrats Get In. 


The Plurality Increased Over 
That of «1866. 


ADMISSION DAY. 


A Procession Which Represented 
the Early Daye of the State. 
Special to the Gazertre.} 


San Francisco, Sept. 9.— At an 
early hour this morning the street- 
were thronged with people hastening 
to every point of vantage from which 
the parade of Native Sons could be 
seen. The crowds in some portions o/ 
the city and along the main thorough- 
fares were immense, and the enthu- 
siasm as some favorite parlor, division 
or brigade passed was proportionate to 
the numbers of spectators. 

The parade started promptly at 10:15, 
and for three houra the marching 
forves, with their attractive floats and 
banners, and the music of innumerable 
bands riveted the attention of the 
city’s population. 

Fallowing a detachment of mounted 
police came Grand Marshal F. Tilden, 
with his Chief of Staff, J. A. Koster, 
and aides, a detachment of United 
States troops, eight companies of ar- 
tillery and two batteries, and two 
troopsof cavalry. The National Guard 
followed in force, preceding the car- 
riages, in which were Governor Water- 
man, Mayor Pond, Brigadier General 
Gibbons, commanding the Department 
of the Pacific, and other distinguished 
officers and guests. , 

In the second division were several 
handsome floats, and an emigrant 
train of oxen and mules as used in 40 
created greatenthusiasm. Floats with 
miners at work and with miners at 
home, a Mexican caneta drawn br 
oxen, and two handsome floats repre- 
senting agriculture and horticulture in 
1890 were notable features, while the 
old-fashioned engines of the veteran 
pioneer and exempt firemen were 
cheered all along the line. Other 
features of the division were the Mex- 
ican War Veterans, the Territorial 
Pioneers of California, and Stevenson’s 
California Volunteers. The Grand 
officers and Past Presidents of the 
Order of Native Sons occupied car- 
riuges, which were brought into service 
froin many of the surrounding towns. 

The third division contained the 
California drill corps and parlor of this 
city, with two floats, Sunset and Sac- 
ramento Parlors, Marysville, Placer- 
ville, Courtland, Argonaut, Elk Grove, 
Auburn, Sierra and Silver Star Parlors. 
This was one of the best drilled and 
most attractive of all the divisions. 

Stockton Parlor No. 7 and Pacific 
Parlor of San Francisco headed the 
fourth diuision, and were two fine 
bodies of men. 

A float representing Sutter’s mill in 
the filth division created much en- 
thusiasm. 

A splendid showing was made by 
the San Jose and Mission Parlors. 
San Jose had an electric tower about 
30 feet in height, made of flowers. 

Petalama, Healdsburg, Mt. Tamal- 
pais, Ukiah, Redwood and Calaveras 
Parlors made a fine showing. 

The feature of the 6th division was 
the El Dorado Parlor and Drill Corps 
of this city. The Drill Corps per- 
formed a number of evolutions and 
won merited applause. A handsome 
new banner of the parlor was borne at 
the head of the parlor. 

The Woodland, Mt. Diahlo and Gen- 
eral V. inn Parlors were much ap- 
plauded. 

In the seventh division the San 
Diego Parlor presented an attractive 
appearance. Hydraulic Parlor, with 
light slouch hats and checked blouses, 
was among the other features of the 
division. All of the out of town Par- 
lors presented an unusually fine ap- 
pearance, and were arranged in the 
a to a good advantage. The San

THE WATER OUSEL. 


A Queer Fird That Frequents the Trout 
Streams of Wasirin ton. 

Away up on the mountain side, where 
the numerous streams find their way 
through deep, dark canyons down to the 
pulse beat of old ocean, is the natural 
summer home of the water ousel, the 
strangest of all strange birds. You 
seldom see more than one of them at a 
time, according to the Tacoma Ledger. 
They are of a dark blue color and are 
Casily recognized by a peculiar quick 
jerking motion, which they never seem 
to tire of. And as thoy flit from rock to 
rock they are continually bobbing up 
and down, performing such a polite little 
courtesy as would cause you to smile to 
see it. 

Owing to their peculiar habits and the 
isolated spots they select to build their 
nests, no one but the most ardent 
sportsmen and naturalists succeed in 
finding them. Hence a water ousel’s 


nest with two of their eggs in it has a | 


commercial value among nest collectors 
of twenty-five dollars. They always 
build their nests just back of some 
waterfall or under some everhanging 
bank, where they have to go through or 
under the water to get to it. 

Another strange habit of this bird is 
the deliberate manner in which they 
appear to commit suicide. They will 
start slowly, very slowly, to wade right 
down into the water until they disap- 
pear from view, but ifthe water is clear 
and you have a sharp eye you can still 
geo their little dark forms clinging to 
the bottom in search of their morning 
repast, which consists of ~criwinkles.

How to Keep ice. 

There are three or four things that 
will help to keep the precious nugget 
of ice from melting away if the house- 
keeper will only remember them.
